We, the Board of Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals, 

Uie honour to submit to your Excellency this our Tenth Annual 
Report. 

During the year ended 31st March, 1867, we have inspected the 
several Institutions which receive grunts from Parliament. These 
are — 



1. The Westmoreland Look Hospital. 

2. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. : 

a. Tile Hardwioke Fever Hospital. 

1. The Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

c. The Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

3. Steevens’ Hospital. 

4. The Meath IIo.s]iital and County Dublin Infirmary. 

5. The Cork-street Fever Hos]ntal. 

6. The Rotundo Lying-in Hospital. 

7. The Ooombe Lying-in Hosjiital. 

8. St. Mark’s Ophthalniic Hospital; and 

9. The Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion of 

the Concordatiiin Fund. 

On the occasion of those inspections we made inquiry respecting 
the state and condition of each lio.spital, to ascertain if the comforts 
of the patients were duly provided for, the buildings kept in 
sufficient repair, and the general management of each Satisfactory. 
We have since issued the Circular (Ho. 1, Appendix) requesting 
such information or suggestions as the Governors of each hospital 
might wish' to offer in respect to its funds, management, &o., and 
we give their replies in the Appendix (No. 2).

Sib, — I have been directed by the Guardians and Directors of this 
Hospital to acquaint you for the information of the Board of Superinten- 
dence of the Dublin Hospitals, that since the date of their last communi- 
cation to you, at the close of the preceding year, Her Most Gracious 
Majesty the Queen has, on the recommendation of His Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant, granted Her Iloyal Cliarter, incorporating the Manao-ers 
of the Institution into a Body Politic, under the designation of'^the 
Guardians and Directors of the Coombe Lying-in Hospital, Dublin. 

This Charter removes the difficulties which caused the Poor Law Com- 
missioners to withdraw their recognition of the Hospital, and as it 
empowers the Medical Officers of the Institution to examine the pupils 
attending its practice, and to issue certificates attesting their competence 
to practice midwifery, and further provides, that the certificates issued 
prior to its date shall have the same force and effect as those issued sub- 
sequent thereto, the Poor Law Commissioners now receive the diploma 
of ti)G hospital from candidates for appointments under their Board. 

The law proceedings in relation to the plot of ground adjoining the 
hospital, whereon it is conteinpleted to build the additional wing, have 
made some little progress, and tho ‘‘Guardians and Directors” hope that 
they will shortly be terminated. 

There is no otlier subject to which the Guardians and Directors think 
it necessary to direct the attention of the Board of Superintendence.
